Speaking -as your governor, 


the important l-roblem that pre- 
sented itself to me was how to 
secure the complete co-operation 
of nil the people. If I were to 
follow the wishes of the hysteri- 
cal or an element that permit- 
ted itself to be controlled by a 
spirit of hate I would divide the 
people and could_secure from n 
very large and influential por- 
tion of the population only such 
co-operntion as could be obtain- 
ed by force. Just what serious 
results 'would have attended that 
kind of an effort we can only 
conjecture. 1 had faith in the 
patriotism of the people and l 
felt confident that-when the true ^ 
story of the ,war and the great 
principles involved were made 
clear to them they would ail 
join in a hearty support of the 
government and would make the 
state's co-operation in the war « 
a success.

I am not in the least concern- 


ed about the judgment of men 
who are influenced by political 
interest or who have the repu- 
tation of being always wrong. 
The policy which my adminis- 
tration pursued produced the re- 
sults that we are now so justly 
proud of and when the political 
froth blows away, as it must, 
and the truth is stated, I am 
not in th: least alarmed about 
the judgment of the 
people. 


Whatever the judgment of the 
reader may be I know he will 
not dispute the statement tnat 
Wisconsin in this war has won 
the proud reputation of being 
one of the first-states m tn . U n - 
ion in its prompt and intelli- 
gent co-operation in all matters

Wisconsin in Forefront. 


I will sum up Wisconsin's ac-

The bill was found 
un- 
constitutional for five separate 
reasons and the bonds authonz- 


ed by it would havo'been unsal- 
able. The bill was vicious be- 
cause it forced a collection that 
was unnecessary, and second be- 
cause it sought to divide the peo- 
ple in the matter of meeting 
military expenditures. 


This is no time to, divide our 


people on so important a mat- 
ter 
The war must be sustain- 


ed and it requires the help of 
every citizen. Furthermore, it 
introduced a new system of tax- 
ation which would be destruct- 
ive in its results. It was made 
to appear that it was merely a 
tax upon profiteers, when,.as a 
matter of fact, it was no, a tax 
upon excess profits but a tax up- 
on profits pure and simple. 


I vetoed the bill. I was oblig- 


ed to do so for constitutional 
reasons, at the same time I was 
not in sympathy with its prin- 
ciples* I am perfectly willing 
that war profiteers snould 
be 


taxed. However, when we do 
undertake to tax them we must 
do so intelligently with statutes 
that will stand the scrutiny of 
the courts.
